Mo amont of le- 
gal erudiMoii, of tecnical knowl- 
edge in the abstract, will dis- 
pense with tiie necessity of a 
thorough understanding ui the 
oasein all its bearings. Judge 
Kirk fills all the requirements of 
an Appellate .lu<i;;r. II*' is the 
character of man and Judge that 
the people of this District need 
on that Hcivli at this time. He 
is a ripe seiudar, trained, not on- 
ly in the practice, hut in the dis- 
pensation of the law. He is clean 
honest, fearless and fair. He 
knows the mountain people as 
perbaDS no other man in tbe Dis- 
trict knows tbeu. His remark- 
ably saccessful career on the ( 'ir- 
eoit Ck>urt Bench has dsnion- 
strated his titnaas for i«dieial 
lervice.

Where range or rugged T)asture land 
I* available the ralsini; of beef i at lie 
will be found profitable .Mfalfa. corn 
fodder, brome Kcaas. praiu hay, and 
small nuantitles of oats and home- 
grown grains will quickly fit them for 

market. 

A few sheep iH rniitied to graze In 
the stubble fields will consume weeds 
and guantltles of forage which other- 
wise would go to waate. During the 
spring and summer tbeie la gaaarally 
some available range on which they 
can readily subsist Dwarf saaes rape, 
peaa, cahbaga. wtaita ballaas bsriay. 
etc.. will fomlsh fsed for the rest of 
the year. 

It la a mlatake tor the dry-farmer to 
purehaae hla meat when it can be 
grown by keeping hogs. . Alfalfa, rape, 
peaa, barley, etc, can be readily con- 
verted Into pork; and when sUm milk 
is uvailnble pork prodactioa bSCOmSS 
still more profitable. 

The hfn finally will prove to be the 
best gleaner of all. During a consider- 
able part of the" year she will earn 
her own way. and at the end of the 
the year can generally show that she 
baa been the most valuable investment 
on the faraL

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DITY FARMING METHOD 



In Arid SMttoo Important Factor 



In Ordsr to Regulate Evaporation One 
Maat Study Several Presaisas In 
imura Which Rstsri ap • 
FsclMtate It 

The Iniportnni weather factors that 
affi'i t crop priwliietlon as have heen 
told in all our geogi apliU'h from lime 
Immemorial, but will still bear re 
lieiitlng. are light, heat and moisture. 
I'm these might be a ddS d UN foarth 
term, evaporation. 

In a dry farming section the moet 
important factor la precipitation, 
writea A. H. Thirsen In the Daaaret 
nirmer. Temperatnra aad pradpita- 
tloa wa saaaat aaatral, bat we can 
ragulata to a gnat aitaat tha avapora- 
tloa factor, aad la order te do this 
must study tha precsasss In nature 
which reUrd or fhelllUte it. 

It hss been found in UUh, by ei- 
perlments csrrled on by WIdtsoe and 
Merrill, thst 1,048 pounds of water Is 
required to produce otie pound of 
wheal. If 12 Inches of rain fell on an 
acre of land during the year, tin- nctu 
al weight would be :,7 l;:.r>uo pouiuls of 
water. If that acre produced 11 yield 
of 3.3 bushels or l .'.'Sn pouniis of wheat, 
one can readily <al<ulate that there 
would he only pounds of water 

to every pound of dry matter. But we 
muat still further conaMsr what be- 
comea of the ralatall la order to eatl- 
mate what portioa o( It la available 
for the plant. 

Aa tha ralB falla^paa tba grouad a 
large portioa of It ruas off, another 
portioa soaka Into tba graand aad dla- 
appaars by various pteaiassa, aad 
atlll aaothar portion which merely 
eoaka lata tha top layer la evaporated 
Immediately. All water Is eventuslly 
evaporated and mingles with the air, 
and under proper conditions is again 
precipitated. 

In T'tah the accepted method Is to 
plow- deei)ly in the fall, cultivate thor- 
oughly, sow in the fall, and summer- 
fallow every other year During the 
aumnier-faliowing perlcni clean culti- 
vation should be practiced In order to 
prevent moisture being used up by 
weeda and by evaporation. 

The moisture that soaks deep Into 
the ground and that bacoaiaa available 
for the plant ghouM ba properly coa- 
aerved. Thla Is aaeoaipllahad by thof^ 
ough eultlvatloa. Mototwa moves up- 
ward la the aoll Jnat aa water moves 
up in a capillary tuba, or between 
two platea ot glass very close togeth- 
er. The cloaor together the particles 
of earth the more rapid will be this 
capillary action, and to stop or les- 
sen it the top soil should be broken 
up by tillage. 

There are three weather faitors 
which have a threat ileal to do with 
evaporation, namely, temperature, hu- 
aUdlty and wind velocity 

The higher the temperature the 
greater will be the evaporation, and 
the higher the humidity the leaa will 
ba tha avaporatlon. All have ob- 
aarvad how quickly tblnga are dried 
on a hat, dry day; aad It tbara hap- 
peaa to ha a heavy wtad thaa tha dry- 
lag pw Baas la atlll fartbar tocraaaad, 
beeauaa as tha water avaporataa from 
a moiat arUda It aziata as water 
vapor la tha apaea aurronnding the ar- 
ticle, and as the process la continued 
the apace approaches saturation and 
evaporation becomes slower. Hut If 
H wind comes up and carries away 
the water vaiM)r. evaporation can then 
continue The greater the velocity of 
tha wind, then the greater the evapo- 

ratlan. 

The snowfall ix Important In two 
waya I-lrst, that the seed Is pro- 
tected when fall sowing Is followed, 
and second, that the ground seems to 
be benefited. The drill furrowa catch 
the anow aad bold it. thaa affording 
the aaed tba dsatrad protaetloa.
